Rate Hike 


The Union Telephone Company 
on cember 13 filed an applica 
tion -with the Michigan Public 
Service Commission for authority 
to make effective certain increases 
in its rates for telephone-service 
in all areas served by the Com- 
pany. No changes are proposed 
in long distance rates. 

Increased operating costs, and 

the need to attract additiona) cap- 
ital for continued growth and im- 
provement are the basic reasons 
why the Company finds it neces- 
sary to ask for increased revenues 
at this time according to Company 
President, T, A. Saunders. 
_ “We will require several mil- 
lions in new ‘capital during the 
next three years,” Mr. Saunders 
advised. He also stated, “the 
money for expansion and improve- 
ment does not come fram cus- 
tomers. After all expenses are 
met and after allowance is made 
for a return to investors, little 
surplus remains and never enough 
for expansion needs. The money 
for imprevement and growth must 
come from people who will invest 
theif savings in the telephone 
business. Sound earnings must 
be maintained to meet the con- 
tinued telephone needs of the pub- 
lic, " A prosperous telephone 
company can mote readily give 
food telephone service and mect 
needs for expansion. 

The past record of the Com- 
pang in meeting service requests 
s clear evidence of our ability 
and willingness to continue the 
expansion, if we are given the 
financial tools with which to 
work. Only an increase in our 
present rates can make this pos- 
sible.” 

The Increases as proposed by the 
Company requite the approval of 
the Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission before they can be placed 
in effect. The Commission witi 
hold hearings on the Company's 
application starting Jannary 17 at 
which time the Company will sub- 
mit detailed infarmation as to the 
necessity for the inereases pro- 
posed.

Peltz Blasts — 
Governor’s. Road 
Building Prograr 


_Rep. Emi! A. Peltz, Rogers City, 
vice-chairman of the joint legis- 
Tative committee studying state 
highway needs, demanded today 
that a sound, factual. read con- 
struction program be developed 
before Michigan citizens are ask- 
ed to battot on any bond issue 
plan, Peltz, in a letter to Gover- 
nor Wiltlams, charged the chief 
executive with playing politics on 
highway matters by trying to pre- 
maturely grab credit for a Repub- 
lican-sponsored financing plan. 

Peltz declared Williams has 
failed to explain how he arrived 
at a $500,000,000 figure as the a- 
mount for a bond issue, where thé 
money would be spent, or how 
the debt would be paid off, : 

The pubiic will get an oppor- 
tunity to vote on a bond plan “but 
we believe in all sincerity that 
when we submit a highway pro- 
posal that we should have avail- 
able all the facts,” Peltz said. 

Peltz's letter asked the governor 
to cooperate with the well-advan- 
ced joint legislative study of 
Michigan highway needs started 
by the 1954 legislature. Some 200 
engineers will soon be at work 
on the impartial survey of road 
conditions and a preliminary re- 
Port is due in January. “TI trust 
you will lay polities aside and 
give us your sincere cooperation 
in speedily launching a sound and 
honest highway program that wil! 
be of benefit to ali the people in 
Michigan and a credit to this 
state”, Peltz wrote. Peltz noted 
that highway needs have been 
under constant legislative study 
in post-war years and charged that 
WiiHams’ opposition from 1948 to 
1951 forced a cut in new highway 
revenues. “If Michigan roads are 
in as critical a condition today as 
you say they are, then you have 
contributed, at least in part, in 
making them so,” Peltz said, re- 
calling Williams’ 1951 veto of a 
gas tax hike. 

Peltz also noted that Williams’ 
bond proposa! fails completely to 
meet future highway needs. “Your 
proposal does not make addition- 
al money available to the high- 
Way program but only spends fu- 
ture revenues, leaving a gap for 
the next 25 years. In other words, 
the counties, cities and State 
Highway Department will have 
fewer funds in the long run thar. 
they ordinarily would receive", 
Peltz said.

plans for WNation-wide innocula- 
tion as a Polio preventative. 

The long sought after measure 
for the prevention of Polia which 
was tested as the “Salk vaccine 
field trial’ last summer has been 
contracted for by the foundation 
out of. funds raised during the 
emergency March of Dimes_in Au- 
gust in 5 jent quantity to per- 
mit Inneculation of all first grad- 
ers and all expectant mothers be- 
yond the third month. In addition 
children who participated in the 
field triale but who did not act- 
ually get the “real thing” will now 
receive it. 

The big if, of course is the out- 
come of the field trials. Dr. Salk, 
the physician whose research may 
give the answer to preventing the 
dreaded Polio, is confident of suc- 
tess, but the Natiohai Foundation 
will make no announcement until 
the study has been completed. 
They have shown their confidence 
however, by the purchase of the 
vaccine for mass innoculation next 
year, even before the checking of 
the 1,830,000 children who receiv- 
ed the test have been checked.

CARE OF THE 


INDOOR TREE 


Making a Christmas tree last 
longer and reducing fire hazard 
are two problems fating millions 
of families this time of year. 

Three general rules are offered 
by Dr. Marion T. Hall, botanist 
at Cranbrook Institute of Science, 
Bloomfield Hills: 

(l} Keep the tree in a cool place 
whenever possibte. 

(2) Keep it moist, 

{3) Fireproof it at 
tially. 


The newly acquired tree should 
be sprayed or sprinkled with 
water, Then about an inch of wood 
should be removed from the butt 
in a slanting cut (45°), This cut 
end is placed in a pail of water, 
and the tree stored in a cool place 
until time for decorating. Before 
ii is decorated, the tree should be 
set in a waterbath type stand to 
which water is added daily. 

Partial fireproofing may be ac- 
complished by spraying the tree 
with a mixture of waterglass 
{sahible sodium silicater. Use nine 
parts of watergiass to one part 
water. Add one teaspoon of de- 
tergent. 

While waterglass pives an at- 
tractive sheen and helps prevent 
fire, the tree's rich supply of resin 
is still inflammable if carelessly 
brought inte contact with fire or 
excess heat. 

Reports that water sohitions af 
various chemicals, such as ammon- 
ium suphate, will prevent needle 
fall, have nol been srinntifically 
proved, according to Dr. Hall. An 
adequate supply of waler alone 
shonld do as well.
